Parts, July 8 — The Freaeh have 
once more attacked the enemy south- 
west of Boissons. Launching their 
blow from the eastern side of the 

Ketz forest, north of I.K>ngport, the 
French have advanced over a front of 
approximalidy two miles. takin); 
Chavisny farm and the slopes to Ihe 
north and smith of 11. Several hun- 
dred prisoneis were eaptiired liy l!ie 
French In 'ihcir sinlden attack 

The text of tonlj;lil's oMlciiil slali- 
meiit readB: 

"South of the Alsne onr troops this 
morning attacked enemy positions in 
the outskirts of Kets forest In the 
rcRlon northwest of Longport. On 
a front of about three kilometers, we 
advanced 1200 metres, occupying 
Chavlgny farm and the ridges north 
and south of that farm. The nn- 
wounded prisoners counted up to the 
present number 347, including four 
officers.

Though (He whole world U ringing 
with the name of Qenerat Armando 
Diaz crcnior of the greateiit victory 
hlB people hnve celebrated since ther 
were knit together in a modern na- 
tion, he la one of the least known men 
In Italy 'l'i"> short a llino In BU- 
premc cuininiiii.l of tlie ;irniy to have 
gallieroil ;ili(iiit liini llie tradition of 
nmu'i-ildlc wovon anninil most fho- 
(■i>;:sfn! Rriii>nils. liU own rrliriMUi' 
and modesty have ki':>l liim Moini'wiuit 
out of the public eye. 

Yet thU personal characteristics 
are clearly Illustrated In the baiiio 
which has just been fought. More 
than anything else It seemed to be 
the almost instant reaction of the It- 
alians, their extraordinary prompt- 
ness to attack from defensive posl- 
Uons, which disorganised the Aus- 
trian Invasion, piled It up Uke a rail- 
road wreck In the mountains and left 
It stranded on llie banks of the Plave 
at oMntcllo. This "certain sudden- 
ness" is Goneral Uiax to a "T". More- 
over the readinosp of tlio Italians was 
abvlously ot improvised It was built 
upon careful, scioiuilic preparation 
against any evontn.ility. That also is 
the way General Diaz works— secret- 
ly and thoroughly. 

In last year's disaster at Caporetto, 
which cost Italy nearly all the gains 
she had won In the war and much of 
her own territory, it was said to have 
been central Italian troops and liirg-e 
ly Neapolitans who succumbed to ene- 
my propaganda and broke before the 
German attack. Yet General Diaz Is 
a Neapolitan liorn under the shadow 
of Vesuvius fifty-six yiars airo. If 
Nnplrs fell a snpi ial concern for the 
catastroidu; at Caporetto she also bus 
cause for snccial rejoicing over the 
victory on the Plave. 

Of Spanish Ertmijtton 

General Diaz comes of a noble fain- 
lly. As the name suggests it is of 
Spanish origin and the Italian b•■.^neh 
doubtless dates from one of the fre- 
quent Spanish Invasions of centuries^ 
ago when Italy Was the battlefield for 
the world. 

Like Generals Foch and Petain. 
General Dias began his career as an 
artillery officer. He was educated at 
the famous Military Academy of 
Turin and was graduated as a sec- 
ond Lieutenant of artillery, In which 
branch of the service. he remained un- 
til he was made a Captain. Put tln er 
is in Italy a still liighcr education for 
army ollicers known its tlie School of 
War for which sixty pupils are se- 
lected every year from the entire 
army, (iencrul Diaz was oiu' of those 
sixty and year afli r .\ear was among 
the few chosen to s( r\e on llie (!ou- 
eral Staff. 

He remalne with the General Staff 
practically throughout his career ex- 
cept when reestablishing contact with 
the troops, he served as commander 
ot a battalion of infantry and later 
of a regiment. On the General Staff 
he was tor a long time head of the 
"Personnel Office". It was there ^at

The followliiK hlock hy block canvass- 
ing plan is helnt; sncccssfnlly used by 
I be Kansas City f'bamber of ("oni- 
morco and it is recommended to the 
thinking men and women of Mason 
county : 

"The Chamber of Commerce of 
thta city haa found that the work In- 
cident to the suocetsful conduct of 
war campaigns Is jt'eatly minlmjied 
by the btock-byblock plan of can- 
vassing which the Chamber of Com- 
merce Is now ubHik. The work Is 
done by the masses Instead of by a 
comparative tew of the hnsincBs pro- 
fessional and business men and the 
entire city of about loit.nnn popnla- 
lUms can he canvassed in one or two 
days c\e,i III, Ml (iiiiiplelely than was 
possible under Ihe old sysleni which 
reiiulred from one lo two weeks 

"The block-by-block oruanizal ion is 
not greatly unlike that of a well plan- 
ned political organization. Tiic city 
Is separated Into three divisions each 
division Into three or four sections, 
eacli section Into groups and each 
group Into from six to a dozen blocks. 
Those in charge of the divisions are 
called majors. The major appoint 
section captains the captains appoint 
group lieutenants and the lieutenants 
name the block sergeants. To those 
ranking above the liergeants is as- 
signed the work of organizing the 
campaign, and to the s<'rKeants is as- 
signed the work of canvassing each 
resident ill the blocks of which they 
have charge All Ihe workers arc sii)i- 
plieil Hiih hadues. 

'"I'he oruaiiizal ion dilTers from thai 
of a political body in thai each ^roiip 
of lilocks includes pans of al least 
iliree precincts. Hy disregarding pre- 
ciiici liouiularie.) lite organization 
< annot be accused of being used for 
politics or by politicians. 

"On the day designated each ser- 
geant visits every home In the block 
to which he is assigned. With the 
work in the hands of 1,600 workers 
one man to each block the canvassing 
required only a few hours and the 
burden Is lifted from the shoulders 
of Ihe few Individuals who are usual- 
ly responsible for the siiocess of such 
undertakings. Campaigns j|barticl- 
jiated In by only 200 persons rei|nlre 
a week s time in addiiloii to tlie week 
which il takes to organize the move- 
ment. 

"The Chanilier of Coinmenc form- 
ed Ibis oriiaiiizalioii hy liist seinliim 
out an appeal for \oliilil<'ers lo help 
eomliici war campaimis, and ilu'ii 
niaileil reiurn cards lo llii.se wlio re- 
sponded favorably asking them to 
send in the names and addresses of 
others who they believed .would be 
willing to give their services for such 
work. The officers of the Chamber 
of Commerce are confldent that all 
the war work activities hereafter un- 
dertaken by the Chamber of Com- 
merce will bdfconducted more quickly 
and successfully by this method than 
ever before, the statement Is Justlflcd 
in the light of the Chamber's ex|ier- 
ience with such campaigns In the 
past, even those which were conduct-
